In that 
country there are 70 anch schools, 
with 8,000 pupils, and one school at 
Askov, in South Jutland, has been in 
existence since 1863. One-tenth of 
the popT|'ation of Denmark, it is esti- 
mated, has passiiid through these 
schools, which now are given email 
state subsidies, though there is no 
state interference with tho institu- 
tion. The schools are not technical 
or "practical." They seek only to 
develop minds on broadly cultural 
linei. There are no examinations 
for admission or for leaving; much 
of the instruction ia given by lec- 
tmm, aad tiw teacher ia giren wide 
latitude.

For 
Oreater Berlin the flguree are 10,049 
and 37,620 respectively. Of persona 
between eighty and ninety women arc 

n an enormous majority. For Herllu 
the Qgures are 2,036 nu-n and 5,371 
women and for Gr^aiiT lierlln 3,169 
men and 7,810 women. Berlin haa a 
large nomber of nonagenariasa, and ot 
theee three out of every foor are wsoia- 
ea. In (heater Berlin tkere are M4 
women who have passed their alaetl- 
eth birthday, but only 111 men.

According to Prof. J. A. Fleming, 
several of the most powerful wlrt'li'ss 
stations are now generating ellii'r 
waves having a length from crest to 
crest of about four milea, and these 
dlatarbaaeee eaa be "deteeted" at dis- 
taaeea to 1,000 mUee from their 
suaaaa Ihal la, four aaeh etations 
woaM aufflce^'to "girdle" the earth. 
Obviously, however, the ability to "de- 
tect" the signals over this vast dis- 
tance, presumably under favoratlc^ 
weather oondltiona, la a very dlOer- 
eat tklag from the power to awlatain 
■(■■■■rnlel ooasmunleattoa aleag the 
rente. Aa yet the w i ra l aee eervlce 
available to the public covers but a 
third, or at most half, this distance. 

There is as yet no means of deter- 
mining the practical limit of wireless 
communlcatloa. Improveaenta In ap- 
parataa, perkapa even aome new dis- 
covery aa to aethoda ot atlrrlng up 
the ether, may revolatloa^ae tke aK 
and upset all prcaent atandarda. But 
at present even nie most successful 
systems get into serious ditflculties 
when called upon to maintain constant 
communication over a line 2,000 miles 
in length. A recent British wirelepe 
oommlaaion waa able to aecure but 
one denonatratlon on a Ilae 1,000 
arflee long, although aeveral companies 
declared their ability much to exoeed 
this distance in a commercial inatallap 
tion. — New York Evening Post.
